cafes, that he did not’kKnow whether he ought not'to vote again{t his 
own motion : However, in this he would be determioed by what he 
fhould hear from others verfed in parliamentary forms. ‘He then mo- 
ved, that the prayer of the petition be granted. 

Captain Rumbold begged'to'bé heard for a few miautes,’dn a fubjet 
which fo nearly conterned him. He conceived that the bill, for tying 
up the eftate of ‘his hénourable relation, might, with propricty, be 
eonfidered as a punifhment : Now, to be fiunithed without conviction; *' 
and even without a trial, was, im his opinion, contrary to the immu-' * 
table and eternal laws of juftice. Hishonoarable relation claimed no- 
thing more from the Houfe, than- that’ tre might be heard; ahd ‘he 
conceived that, as this claim was founded in juflice and equity, it 
would be a violation of both to-reje& it. “There was alfo in the bill, 
againtt which his honourable relation pléaded tobe heard. another 
elanfe, that carried with it a Pogo hardthip, as it locked up his ho- 
nouvable relation’s property for twelve months from the paffing of the © 
bill ; until the end of’ the then next feffion: of parliament. ‘Now, 
though the bill of pains and penalties fhould never be prefented, Os ° 
having been prefented tn that or the other Moufe of Parliament; nay, “ 
though his honourable relation théuld be able (and he made no doubt 
but he would) to make his innocence appear clearly to the Hoafe; 
{till this claufe in the reftraining’ bill-woutd keep the Property Idéked *. 
up, long after the end for which it was to be enacted thould have been 
anfwered, This bill wasouly to compe? his honourable relation to a- 
bide the decifion of the law, and, if he thould do that, fhe objet of 
the reftrainin g bilk was‘completely attained! >but, H We fhould be ar-~ 
quitted of the charges brought againft him, the’réftraining bill would 
fti!l remain in foll ferce to the end of the feffion of parliament next 
enluing, after the expiration of twelve months from the pafling of the 
dill. This he eoneeived to be a hardthip, which neither law, juftice, 
nor equity, could juftify. Such a claufe certainly thould be nalled 
Upon the whole, therefore, he hoped the Houfe would fee that the

The Lord Advocate oppofed the motion,‘ faying, the reftraming’ bik 
was-abfolutely ‘neceflasy, a3. without’ it, the bill of pains and penulties 
would be ufelefs and abfurd; and the whole proceeding ‘eltifory.

And that 
Sir George had, by any judicious arrangement of his flect, ren- 
dered their efcape, impracticable, mutt have been of the fame 
tenonr of fabrication with the above ; for the Flanders mail 
of this day brings the unfortunate intelligence, that the French 
fquadron had arrived in Martinico on the t2th ot February 
lat, the day of Sir George Rodney's failing trom Lvigland.
